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Barry man 
is jailed for 
‘brazen’ 
burglary of 
local pub 


CASH and drinks worth more 
than £4,000 were stolen from a 
Barry pub when two men 
carried out a “determined and 
brazen raid”, Cardiff Crown 
Court heard. 

One of them, Gerald Thomas (47) 
of Broad Street, Barry, was jailed 
for 20 months after admitting a 
charge of burglary. 

Judge Eleri Rees told him: “This 
was obviously a planned and 
targeted burglary. Unfortunately 
for you, you were seen on CCTV. 
You have a bad, extensive record.” 

Prosecutor Joanna James said 
that in the early hours of April 9, 
two men were seen on CCTV in the 
Borough Arms pub, Barry, near the 
home of Thomas. 

He was identified. 

The men tried to get in through a 
wooden door and eventually got 
into the cellar, where they were seen 
searching in the alcohol store. 

Soon after, said Ms James, they

were seen in the bar area, searching 
the till and taking money from a 
fruit machine. 

The total loss, she said, came to 
£4,323. 

Thomas was arrested and failed 
to answer any questions from the 
police. 

He was said to have convictions 
for 103 offences, 22 of them 
burglaries. 

His solicitor, Adam Sharp, said: 
“Clearly there are aggravating 
features, and I have to say it was a 
determined, brazen burglary. It was 
the other person who persuaded 
him to take part.” 

Mr Sharp said Thomas had had 
learning difficulties and had also 
suffered from depression. 

“He has recently been living with 
his partner and had a stable 
lifestyle. Sadly, he realises he has to 
go into custody.”

Boris Johnson, 
Michael Gove and Nigel 
Farage - while there 
may be truth in some of 
what they say, most of 
their argument to leave 
is pure speculation. This 
is inevitable, because 
while no one can foretell 
what will happen if we 
leave the EU, their 
arguments must be based 
on personal opinions. 

George Osborne is 
forecasting dire 
consequences for our 
economy if we leave. 

He has been Chancellor 
for six years and has had 
to revise his forecasts so 
many times, why would 
he be right this time? 

Mark Carney, 
Governor of the Bank of 
England, who was 
appointed by George 
Osborne, and who is 
supposed to be neutral, 
is also forecasting dire 
consequences if we 
leave. 

Since he was 
appointed Governor of 
the Bank of England he 
has had to revise his 
forecast on interest rates 
and the economy so 
many times, does 
anybody take him 
seriously anymore? 
Coincidentally Lord 
King, his predecessor at 
the bank, who was very 
astute and not given to 
wild forecasts, has 
volunteered his opinion 
that the UK would be 
better off if we left. 

David Cameron who 
tried to convince us that 
he negotiated a 
wonderful deal with our 
European partners is 
now forecasting a world 
war if we leave. 

There is a global war 
being fought at the 
moment. Different to the 
other wars, this one is 
being fought against 
world wide terrorism. 

He says we will be safer 
in Europe if we stay in 
the EU. I think he 
would find it difficult to 
persuade the families 
and friends of those who 
were killed and maimed

I also wonder about 
his integrity and 
capability as Prime 
Minister in giving the 
country the chance to 
vote to leave the EU, 
when he believes that 
leaving would be a 
catastrophe. 

John Major stated on 
the Andrew Marr show 
that the UK has seven 
out of ten of the poorest 
regions in Europe. That 
being the case, how has 
being in Europe helped 
them? .John Major, 
when Prime Minister, 
presided over these 
regions. What does that 
say about him? The EU 
seems intent on bringing 
more countries under its 
umbrella, most of them 
economically poor, and 
giving them subsidies, 
whilst ignoring 
impoverished areas that 
should be a priority. 

Nicola Sturgeon, 
leader of the SNP, has 
stated that if the UK 
votes to leave and the 
majority of Scots vote to 
stay, she would demand 
another Referendum on 
Scotland breaking away 
from the UK.

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Rhoose residents fear junction onto 
main road will cause disruption 


RHOOSE 
residents are 
concerned that a 
new junction in the 
village will 
increase traffic and 
cause safety issues. 

About a quarter of 
a mile into the village 
from the the Barry 
end of the village a 
bungalow has been 
demolished to make 
way for an access road 
down to a Taylor 
Wimpey development 
which has outline 
planning permission. 

Residents had 
hoped that traffic 
from the estate would 
be directed on to 
Pentir y De, the road 


down to Rhoose Point. 
It would have meant 
cars and other 
vehicles then making 
their way up to the 
roundabout on 
Porthkerry Road - the 
main road. 

One resident said: 
“There are going to be 
119 houses with more 
to come, and a school 
too. 

“By the time 
everything on the 
development is 
finished, it could mean 
600 cars using a 
junction that leads on 
to the main road 
running through the 
village.” 

Some residents who 
looked forward to a 
peaceful retirement.

fear there could be 
extra disruption and 
traffic outside their 
houses, along with 
possible devaluation of 
house prices. 

The resident said: 
“There would have to 
be some sort of traffic 
control such as traffic 
lights, aroundabout or 
a zebra crossing. 
They’re already 
talking about double 
yellow lines (on the 
main road).” 

Another resident 
said that initially the 


access road had been 
earmarked for 
emergency vehicles - 
but Taylor Wimpey 
had been unable to get 
agreement to direct 
traffic on to Pentir y 
De. 

Local councillor 
Jeff James said he was 
disappointed that the 
junction had got the 
green light. 

He explained: “The 
demolition and new 
junction have 
planning permission 
but I fought against it. 

“There was a 
Development Brief 
adopted by the Vale 
which showed a 
circular road linking 
the two sites to Pentir 


y De which is the road 
between Porthkerry 
Road and Rhoose 
Point estate. 

“This was the best 
solution - but when 
Taylor Wimpey 
decided to apply for a 
new junction on 
Porthkerry Road the 
planners decided the 
Development Brief 
was no longer 
relevant. 

“I disagreed and 
proposed the 
application be refused 
and the Development 
Brief be honoured. 

“Even though many 
councillors on the 
planning committee 
voted with me the vote 
was lost.”

News from the Dinas 
Powys Prohus Club 


ON Tuesday, May 10, 
Adrianne Jones (also known 
as ‘Branwen’, a wise woman 
in medieval times) gave a talk 
to the club about herbal 
medicines, their history and 
the herbs used. 

Adrianne was dressed as a peasant 
lady of the late 15th Century and 
started by describing how ladies at 
that time would be dressed. 

A long cloak over a loose, full 
under-skirt which doubled as night 
gown. No under-garments but long 
woollen socks. The way a lady laced 
her cloak was important. ‘Strait 
down’ showed her to be a respectable 
person, diagonal lacing was an 
indication of lower morals, hence the 
name ‘strait laced’. 

Life expectation was low - the 
average for a lady was 29 years, 28 
for a man. Sanitation simply did not 
exist, streets were full of filth and 
human waste, none were paved. 

Cholera, typhoid and leprosy were 
common killers. After the black death 
had decimated the population, things 
began to improve as people realised 
that cleanliness might prevent further 
plagues. 

Man has used herbal remedies for 
thousands of years. The Egyptians 
were using them 2000 years BC. 
Britain lagged far behind other 
nations until the Romans arrived in 
43 AD. 

Their gardens were full of useful 
plants. They brought over 400 new 
plants to Britain including rosemary, 
lavender and peas. 

Sage was known to extend a 
person’s memory which is why wise 
old men were referred as ‘old sages’. 
When cold, the soldiers rubbed 
themselves with stinging nettles to 
stimulate blood flow to warm the skin 
and nettle fibre was used in Germany 
in World War Two to make shirts. 


Blood letting became common, 
often using leeches to suck out blood. 
A leech farm exists in west Wales to 
supply today’s doctors. The wool 
from black sheep, soaked in honey 
and garlic, was a cure for ear-ache, if 
left in for a week. 

Surgery was carried out by barbers 
who had a ready supply of scissors, 
knives and the like. They had no 
knowledge of the human body, as the 
Church forbade mutilation of what it 
considered to be desecration of 
Christ’s body. That is why barbers’ 
shops have a red and white pole 
outside their shops, red for blood, 
white for bandages. 

There was no knowledge of 
antiseptics or anaesthetics so death 
was often the result of the barber’s 
work, rather than from the original 
problem. 

Witchcraft was common until 1542 
when the Witchcraft Act was passed, 
which made it punishable by death to 
practice without some knowledge of a 
potion’s benefits. 

The Act was not repealed until 
1951, and during World War Two, a 
Helen Duncan was imprisoned for an 
offence against the Act. 

The beneficial use of digitalis, 
extracted from foxgloves, was 
discovered purely by accident in the 
17th Century by Dr William 
Withering when a patient confessed 
to using them to ease his heart pain. 

Adrianne finished with a Chinese 
proverb: If you only have two 
pennies, spend one on bread and the 
other on a plant, because it might 
keep you alive one day. 

The Society of Herbalists was 
founded in 1920 in Culpepper House 
in London which was probably the 
peak of herbalist treatments.

Karen and Imogen 
appeared on ITV Good 
Morning Britain’s 
‘Tough Mums’ challenge 
where 100 inspirational 
mums or mother figures 
joined with presenters 
and celebrity mums to 
run a 5k obstacle course 
created by Tough 
Mudder. 

Karen said: “I have 
worked as a children’s 
speech and language 
therapist for Cardiff and 
Vale University Health 
Board for 16 years. 

“In 2014, I was 
referred to the Breast 
Centre in Llandough and 
within a month I was 
diagnosed with breast 
cancer and had surgery. 

“Prior to this, I had not 
been aware of the Breast 
Centre, despite it being 
directly opposite my 
workplace! It’s an 
amazing place - the fact 


that I could have my 
assessment, 
mammogram, ultrasound 
and biopsy completed in 
one location was vital at 
such a distressing time. 

“It was comforting to 
have my surgery in 
familiar surroundings, 
and be cared for by the 
same staff. 

“Statistics tell us that 
one in eight women will 
be diagnosed with breast 
cancer, which was all too 
apparent as my next door 
neighbour, Imogen, had 
been diagnosed six 
months before me and 
was having ongoing 
treatment. 

“Imogen and I 


received great support 
from the staff, 
particularly the breast 
care nurses, and we 
wanted to take this 
opportunity to represent 
other women in the same 
situation, and want to 
show our gratitude to the 
Breast Centre, via the 
Breast Centre Appeal.”

Last year she was 
featured in The GEM, 
telling of how in 
October 2013 she had 
visited the doctor 
because she had an 
abdominal pain down 
the left hand side. 

In Eebruary 2014, she 
had a CA125 blood test 
which is a means of 
diagnosing ovarian 
cancer, and it was 
“through the roof’. 

Despite her own 
worries, Lesley, who 
had worked as a play 
ranger and learning 
support assistant, held a 
fundraiser for Velindre 


Hospital at Sea View 
Labour Club. It raised 
an amazing £7,200. 

Lesley and her sister 
Alison called for a 
‘CA125 blood test’ 
programme, because the 
test provides a strong 
indication of cancer and 
means a GP can refer a 
woman to a 
gynaecologist who will 
then carry out a scan. 

Her courage shone 
through and she was 
determined to live life to 
the full. Granddaughter 
Edie was the apple of 
her eye and she loved 
spending precious time 
with her.

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NatWest adds 
Dinas Powys 
to branch 
closure list 


THE NatWest Bank 
branch in Dinas 
Powys is to close on 
August 9. 

It has been open two 
days a week for local 
people and business 
owners. 

Vale MP Alun Cairns 
has said he is arranging a 
meeting to speak with the 
manager of the branch. 

Mr Cairns said: “I am 
meeting NatWest with 
Margaret Hayley, chair 
of the Dinas Powys 
Community Council, to 
challenge them to 
explain the basis of the 
closure and to seek 
confirmation of the 
continuation of local 
services through the post 
office and via a mobile 
branch. I am sure many 
local people will resent 
being told to travel to 
Penarth to visit their 
bank.” 

The Vale’s Assembly 
Member, Jane Hutt, told 
The GEM she was 
“utterly dismayed” by 
the bank’s plans,pointing 
out that 600 bank 
branches closed across 
the UK last year - with 
parts of Wales among 
those hardest hit. 

She appealed to 
people in Dinas Powys to 
get in touch with her to 


let her know how the 
closure would affect 
them. 

Chris Franks, the local 
Plaid Cymru councillor, 
said: “This is another 
blow to community life. 

“Wales appears to 
have suffered especially 
in the roll call of 
closures. What happened 
to the promise that every 
community would have 
at least one bank? 

“Considering the 
unbelievable amounts of 
public money that has 
been poured into the 
banks, this closure is a 
disgrace. 

“I’m afraid the writing 
was on the wall when the 
bank went to two-day 
opening. Along with the 
Dinas Powys 

Community Council we 
will do all we can to 
challenge this proposal to 
close.”

Rambling through the 
bluebell woods of the Vale 


AFTER welcoming 
first time walker 
Linda, a group of 
seven joined Joy 
from Penarth and 
District Ramblers at 
the Plough and 
Harrow in 

Monknash which 
dates back to 1383 
and was originally a 
monastic farmhouse 
for Neath Abbey. 

Togging up against the 
rain and setting off along 
Heol Las then into 
meadows behind The 
Forge, a series of stone 
stiles led through the 
ruins of Monknash 
Grange, a huge farm that 
was run by Cistercian 
monks from 1130 to 
around 1533. 

Crossing the Nash 
Brook on several 
occasions and passing 
through fields into Cwm 
Nash, a slippery stony 
pathway led down to the 
coast for the arrival of the 
sun. 

Climbing onto the cliff 
and heading eastwards 
before descending into 
Cwm Marcross for 
morning break, a series 
of stepping stones in the 
Marcross Brook led them 
up through pretty spring 
flowered woodland, 
through Marcross village 
and back into fields with 
glorious views towards 
the Nash Point 
lighthouse. 

A lane led to Marcross 
Farm and crossing fields 


to Parc Farm, a delightful 
path through the bluebell 
bedecked wood adjacent 
to St Donats led back 
onto the coastal path. 

Turning and heading 
west through the cowslip 
meadow at Nash, then 
descending onto the 
beach at Nash Point for 
lunch, a trek along clean 
firm sand and over rocks 
brought them back to 
Cwm Nash, then 
returning to the start for a 
refreshing drink in the 
garden of the Plough and 
Harrow. 

With rain set to clear, 
Robin and his spaniel 
Pepper were joined by 
four walkers and 
Ramakin for a trip up to 
the Black Mountains and 
true enough, arriving at 
Capel-y-ffin, the sun was 
already shining and 
continued all day. 

Heading uphill past 
The Grange, a stiff climb 
up onto the ridgeway saw 
them searching for a 
stone known as the 
Blacksmith’s Anvil, 
which seemed to have 
vanished, before a stop 
for morning coffee. 

Heading along the 
open ridge and bog¬ 
hopping over an area of 
churned-up mud, the 
route stretched ahead in a 
north westerly direction 
towards the trig point on 
Rhos Dirion, with 
stunning views across the 
Grwyne Fawr valley to 
the south and the Vale of 
Ewyas to the north. 

With the wind 


beginning to rise at Rhos 
Dirion, a drop down over 
the escarpment led to a 
sheltered lunch 

overlooking the 

delightful Wye Valley 
with the sound of the 
cuckoo echoing through 
the air. 

Continuing along 
moorland tracks and 
clambering up onto 
Twmpa or Lord 
Hereford’s Knob to 
pause and enjoy the 360- 
degree views, a change in 
direction to the southeast 
led them along the 
Darren Lwyd ridgeway 
for the steep descent back 
to Capel-y-ffin. 

Then, onwards to the 
beautiful small medieval 
chapel measuring only 
20ftxl2ft, which is 
dedicated to St Mary the 
Virgin and was designed 
to hold no more than 20 
people with its simple 
altar and surrounded by 
ancient yews, before the 
homeward journey after 
a stunning day in the 
mountains.

WEEK FOCUSES ON MENTAL HEALTH ADVICE 


RELATE Cymru and Mind Cymru are 
encouraging people to make a 
‘relationship resolution’ in support of 
Mental Health Awareness Week. 

Relationships are key to good mental wellbeing - 
a recent survey by the Office of National Statistics 
(ONS) showed that 89 per cent of people asked felt 
that good relationships with family and friends was 
most important to them. 

Relate counsellor, Arabella Russell said: “ We all 
know from our day-to-day lives the impact that 
relationships can have on our mental health - both 
good and bad. 

“But the quality of our relationships isn’t just 
down to fate. There are practical things that we can 
do that make a difference to our relationships with 
friends, partners, family, colleagues or neighbours 
and in turn benefit our wellbeing. That’s why we’re 
encouraging people to make a relationship resolution 
today.” 

The chief executive of Barry Mind, Caroline 
Chapman, added: “It can be difficult to know what to 
say or do to help when someone you know 
experiences a mental health problem. But there are 
lots of simple, everyday ways you can support them. 

“Sending a text, chatting over a cuppa, giving 
them a call or inviting them out for a walk - just 
small regular things that you’ve always done are a 
reminder that you’re there for them and can make a 
big difference to how someone feels. 

“Reaching out to a friend, family member or 
colleague can be a really beneficial step in their 
recovery, and encouraging conversations is a really 
important way in tackling the stigma and 
discrimination that can surround mental health 
problems.” 

Five relationship resolutions: 

• Start saying ‘hello’ to your neighbours and 
stopping for a chat. It’ll make you feel more a part of 
your community. 


• Call your parents once a week to see how 
they’re doing rather than waiting for them to call 
you. 

• Ban smart phones and laptops for at least one 
evening a week so you can spend quality time with 
your partner. 

• Do something to surprise your partner every 
month. It can be anything from bringing them 
breakfast in bed to leaving them a romantic note or 
booking some theatre tickets. 


• Is there a colleague who you haven’t got to 
know yet? Make an effort to chat to them each day 
and make them feel welcome.

‘Black Henna’ 
tattoo ’warning 


THIS summer, the 
British Skin 
Foundation would 
like to warn the 
public of the 
dangers of so-called 
‘black henna’ 
temporary tattoos. 

Research among 
dermatologists in 2015 
revealed they are seeing 
an increase in reactions 
at their clinics across the 
UK. 

Parents hoping to treat 
their children to a 
temporary tattoo this 
summer on holiday or at 
the funfair, and party- 
goers at festivals, may 
not realise the dangers of 
black henna tattoos. 

The majority of black 
henna tattoos are not 
based on henna at all, 
but a substance called 
para-phenylenediamine 
(PPD) which is found in 
hair dyes. PPD is 
allowed for use in hair 
dye, but its use for skin 
contact products such as 
temporary tattoos is 
illegal in the European 
Union. 

When PPD is used on 
the skin in this way it 
can cause blistering, 
painful skin bums and 


may even lead to 
scarring. It can also 
leave the person with a 
lifelong sensitivity to 
PPD, which increases 
the risk of a severe 
allergic reaction when 
using hair dye in the 
future. 

Dr Anjali Mahto, 
consultant dermatologist 
and British Skin 
Foundation 

spokesperson reinforced 
the findings saying: 
“Black henna is well 
known to cause skin 
reactions and should be 
treated with caution, 
particularly in children.”

Wings 
Over Malta, takes the Barry-born hero of 
his Battle of Britain novel. Wings Over 
Summer, into the ferocious air battles 
over Malta. 

Ron, a retired RAF pilot and father of two, 
explained: “When I was researching Wings Over 
Summer, I was amazed at how many Battle of 
Britain pilots went on to fight above the tiny 
Mediterranean island of Malta. I knew then it would 
have to be the subject of my next novel.” 

Wings Over Malta opens in March 1942, when 
Barry boy. Jack Williams, is flying one of the first 
15 Spitfires to reach the island, by then the most 
heavily bombed place on Earth. 

Once there, he and his fellow pilots have a simple 
task: to regain control of the air. The problem is, 
when not sheltering from the incessant bombing, 
they’re hunted from take off to landing by tens of 
Messerschmitts based only a few minutes to the 
north in Sicily. 

Ron continued: “The Maltese suffered dreadfully 
during this period, but they and those fighting to

Ron hopes Wings Over 
Malta can achieve the same success. It’s off to a 
good start, already entering the top 60 war books on 
Amazon, where it’s available as an e-book or 
paperback.

Everybody should 
want some of Richard 
Linklater’s latest! 


T he director 
Richard 
Linklater is 
one of the best 
working today; his 
films, whether they 
be woozy, 
humorous 
meditations on life 
and love {Boyhood, 
the Before... 
trilogy), swinging 
for the mainstream 
{School of Rocky 
Bad News Bears) or 
pushing the limits 
of technology 
{Waking Life, A 
Scanner Darkly) are 
always intriguing 
and watchable. 

His latest film, 
Everybody Wants Some!! 
(named after the Van 
Halen song) has been 
pitched as a spiritual 
sequel to both Dazed 
and Confused and 
Boyhood, telling the 
story of a group of 
college baseball players 
in 1980 (including Blake 
Tenner, Tyler Hoechlin, 
Glen Powell and Wyatt 


Russell) as they 
negotiate the final three 
days of summer before 
school starts. Much 
partying, drinking and 
reflecting on life 
ensues... 

If the premise of 
Everybody Wants Some!! 
smacks a little of the 
comedies of the 1980s 
such as Porky’s, and as 
such, you take it to be a 
film more concerned 
with poor taste humour 
than creating something 
with a degree of depth, 
then you would be 
wrong. 

While there certainly 
is a large degree of male 
banter, it’s anchored by 
being a thoughtful, yet 
riotous, film, that 
transplants the nature of 
friendship and growing 
up into a film of 
incredible pleasure and 
delight. 

It’s a film that drips 
with testosterone (the 
female characters are 
loosely sketched, with 
the exception of Zoey 
Deutch’s Beverly), but 
even then Linklater 
creates such an unerring 
bond and friendship

between the characters 
that it’s almost 
impossible not to be 
caught up enjoying their 
adventures. The film 
never shies away from 
balancing the absurd 
with the heartfelt, a mix 
that could jar, but 
instead feels wholly 
natural. 

The story is a shaggy 
dog one, a series of 
moments and incidents 
held together by the 
group themselves, but 
there is so much to 
enjoy. 

Blake Tenner’s Jake is 
our eyes and ears, the 
freshman moving into 
the house and being 
taken out for a drink by 
his new teammates 
before he’s even had 
chance to unpack, and 
from here on every 
character gets their 
moment to shine, even if 
some stand out more 
than others. 

The group themselves 
are a wonderfully 
sketched bunch, with 
even the least likeable 
ones afforded shots at 
redemption that are 
taken. As they are 
reminded, they’ve gone 
from being the best in 
high school to just 
another face in the 
crowd at college, and 
that sense of competition 
and one-upmanship is 
always there behind the 
good times, though it’s 
never played for drama. 

That’s Linklater’s 
masterstroke - rather 
than trying to give the 
film a sense of 
worthiness with a 
cliched turn or playing a 
predictable arc, he just 


concentrates on letting 
us spend time with the 
characters, whose depth 
is both surprising and 
welcome. 

This isn’t just a group 
of neanderthal sportsmen 
making the most of their 
profile, there are 
genuinely touching 
moments played out 
constantly, which makes 
it more satisfying than if 
it resorted to lazy 
storytelling tricks. 

Linklater’s films have 
always been imbued 
with a sense of what’s to 
come, and this is no 
different. While the 
party may be in full 
swing, the eyes are 
partly on the future, 
whether that’s realising 
you may not have the 
talent to become a 
professional baseball 
player, that the rigmarole 
of nine-to-five may be 
your fate, or that at some 
point, or that your 
friends may take a 
divergent path 
elsewhere. 

As a countdown 
gently reminds us how 
many days and hours 
there are until the start 
of class, it also acts as a 
countdown to the start of 
the characters’ 
development from 
college baseball players 
to grown-up men. 

Yet this slightly sour 
note only mates the 
sweetness all that 
sweeter, and you’d be 
hard-pressed to come out 
of Everybody Wants 
Some!! feeling anything 
but satisfied. With a 
stellar ensemble, 
Linklater has crafted one 
of the most relaxed, 
humorous and touching 
films of the year - you 
should definitely Want 
Some!! 

VERDICT: A heady 
shot of nostalgia, mixed 
in with some good- 
natured bonhomie and a 
whole load of fun. 
Everybody Wants Some!! 
is a glorious film. 

Superb performances 
across the board from 
the cast bring Linklater’s 
world to life superbly 
well in a film that 
resonates.

Tark and Ride’ arrangements 


T he Park and Ride is provided free 
of charge to festival goers and 
again has two sites at Llwynhelig 
Farm (travelling from the west) and 
Cowbridge Comprehensive School 
(travelling from the east). 

These are directed clearly with AA signage so 
follow these which will direct you to the best one. 
From the comprehensive school, it only takes about 
10 minutes to walk into town so you don’t have to 
wait for the bus. 

Buses travel at least every half hour from each 
site at peak times. Traffic is incredibly busy in 
Cowbridge over the weekend so please bear with 
our drivers. Buses from both directions drop you 
right in the centre of Cowbridge for you to 
experience the great shops then follow signage to 
the festival sites. 

The parking is kindly looked after by the 
Cowbridge Cricket Club and the buses sourced by 
Watts Coaches. 

There is parking in town at the Town Hall car 
park and Cattle Market car park - however, these 
fill up incredibly quickly and are ‘one out, one in’ 
from then on. Other private car parking facilities 
exist, but understandably, get rather annoyed if you 
abuse these. 

Disabled Parking 

AS in previous years, we have worked with the 
Vale Council to secure extra disabled parking at 
the Cowbridge Food and Drink Festival. The 
council has given permission for us to extend the 
existing disabled bays behind the public loos to 
this entire area. 

We will be erecting additional signage to 


emphasises this and enforcement officers will be in 
Cowbridge over the weekend and have the 
authority to issue penalties for any vehicle without 
a valid blue badge displayed. They have been made 
aware of this additional area. 

As there are enforcement officers in Cowbridge 
over the weekend, we urge visitors to pay special 
attention to any parking restrictions in place 
wherever you are parking. 

Thanks again to the Vale Council for allowing 
this valuable provision during the festival. 

As a potential alternative, the Comprehensive 
Park and Ride site is on a level surface with good 
sized bays and the P&R buses are wheelchair 
compliant so, if at all possible, this could provide 
another option for travel.

violent - and they’ve seen hundreds of shows.” 

A pretty remarkable statement, when you think 
about it, because it suggests that the fellowship 
manage a pretty intense form of monitoring of their 
offspring.

Mallett Cup win for 
the Dingoes of Dinas! 


THE Dinas Powys 
RFC second team, 
affectionately 
known as tbe 
Dingoes, won tbe 
historic Mallett 
Cup by beating St 
Josephs 25-24 in a 
thrilling final at 
Cardiff Arms Park.
